Enrollment in 
All College Classes 
Is High 

The College of Saint Teresa enters 
into the seventy-fifth year of the 
history of the institution here in 
Kansas City with an enrollment un- 
precidented in its records. Approx- 
imately 155 students have registered. 
The freshman class leads with a to- 
tal of 100; the sophomores follow 
with 35 members. There are about 
15 juniors entering upon upper-di- 
vision work, and seven candidates 
are eligible for degrees in June. 

A number of outstanding Catholic 
teachers have been added to the fac- 
ulty. The Reverend Arthur Tighe, 
M. A., who is associated with the 
Catholic Welfare Bureau, is lecturer 
in apologetics. The Reverend Philip 
Froebes, S. J., M. A., of Rockhurst 
College, is instructor in physics. Mr. 
L. A. Bodde, M. A., also of Rock- 
hurst, teaches accounting. The Rev- 
erend P. A. Farrell, Ph. D., D. D., 
who has studied in Rome, is instruc- 
tor in ethics and logic. 

Sister Grace Aurelia, M. A., from 
Mt. St. Joseph, Augusta, Georgia, is 
head of the Spanish department. Re- 
placing Sister Gabriel as instructor 
in English is Sister Roswitha, M. A., 
from St. Joseph’s Academy, St. 
Louis. Sister Helen Angela, Ph. D., 
from the College of St. Catherine in 
St. Paul, Minnesota, is head of the 
sociology department. Also on the 
faculty of this department is Sister 
Anne Raphael, M. A., from St. Jo- 
seph’s Hospital, Kansas City. 

Sister Pachomia, M. A., from Sacred 
Heart Academy, Indianapolis, In- 
diana, is instructor of mathematics. 
Sister Callista, M. A., formerly at St. 
Anthony’s High School, St. Louis, is 
in the department of music, and will 
be directress of the orchestra. 

Particularly large enrollments are 
recorded by the home economics de- 
partment, especially in the food pre- 
paration class; by the sociology de- 
partment; the Spanish department, 
which has been introduced into the 
curriculum of studies for the first 
time this year.

Kathleen O’Connor, a junior, 
will direct the discussion on “How 
Catholic is Missouri?” 

During five days of instruction, 
discussion, and inspiration, the 
theme will be: “What Helps Rural 
Life Helps the Church and Nation.” 
Some of the speakers will be the 
Most Reverend John J. Glennon, S. 
T. D., Archbishop of St. Louis; the 
Reverend John LaFarge, S. J., asso- 
ciate editor of America, New York; 
Dr. O. E. Baker, Senior Agricultural 
Economist, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C.; and Mrs. 
Albert Eisele, Farm Home Mother, 
Blue Earth, Minn. 

Among the various topics to be dis- 
cussed are Rural Youth, Education, 
Quality, Production by the Farmers 
to satisfy the City Consumer, Home- 
Made Recreation for the Family Life, 
and Practices in Elementary Schools 
to Advance Rural Life Philosophy. 

Youth Day is Wednesday, October 
8. Invited participants are children 
of sixth, seventh, and eighth grades, 
high school pupils, and college stu- 
dents. The youth of Jefferson City 
will attend Mass at 9 o’clock in the 
morning.

With the blessing of Donnelly Hall, 
new science building on the east 
campus of the College of Saint Te- 
resa, by His Excellency, the Most 
Reverend Edwin V. O’Hara, D. D., 
bishop of Kansas City, on the morn- 
ing of October 15, the diamond jub- 
ilee celebration of the Sisters of 
Saint Joseph in Kansas City will be 
formally opened. Immediately after 
the ceremonies, which will start at 
nine o’clock, the Bishop will say 
Holy Mass in the assembly room of 
Donnelly Hall. Clergy from the arch- 
diocese, sisters, friends, and students 
of the college and academy will at- 
tend. 

Throughout the day open house 
will be held, at which members of 
the senior academy class will act as 
hostesses. In the evening a banquet 
will be served in Donnelly Hall to 
approximately three hundred guests. 
Reservations to date list numerous 
clergy and friends of the college. 
Open house will again be held on 
Sunday afternoon, October 19, from 
two to six o’clock. 

The celebration of the diamond 
jubilee of Saint Teresa’s in Kansas 
City, which also coincides with the 
silver jubilee of the establishment of 
the college, is a noteworthy event in 
the history of the Sisters of Saint 
Joseph of Carondelet, as well as in 
that of Catholic education in this 
city. It is further significant that 
the anniversaries should be so fit- 
tingly commemorated with the dedi- 
cation of Donnelly Hall. 

Founded in France 

On October 15, 1650, the Congre- 
gation of the Sisters of Saint Joseph 
was founded in Le Puy, France. Al- 
most 200 years later, in 1836, a pio- 
neer band of sisters came to Amer- 
ica and settled in Saint Louis, Mis- 
souri, at Carondelet. In 1866 six sis- 
ters came from St. Louis, where the 
Motherhouse in America had been 
established, to Kansas City, at the 
request of the Reverend Bernard 
Donnelly. The pioneer priest of 
Kansas City desired the sisters to 
take charge of his elementary school, 
the only Catholic school in Kansas 
City. That same year marks the in- 
corporation of Saint Teresa’s Acad- 
emy on “Quality Hill,” at Twelfth 
and Washington Streets. 

New Location Sought 

Owing to the rapid growth of the 
commercial district, it was necessary 
to secure a new location for the 
academy. Subsequently, the present 
site in the Country Club district 
was purchased. It was named Wind- 
moor by Mother Evelyn O’Neill, be- 
cause the sound of the wind blow- 
ing across the prairie reminded the 
sisters of the rhoors of England. In 
1909 the ground was broken for the 
Fine Arts Building. His Excellency, 
the Most Reverend John J. Glennon, 
Archbishop of Saint Louis, Bishop 
John J. Hogan, and Bishop Thomas 
F. Lillis, were present at the cere- 
mony. 

In June, 1940, ground was broken 
for Donnelly Hall, aptly named in 
honor of the pioneer priest of Kan- 
sas City. The cornerstone was laid 
on February 16, 1941. At this cere- 
mony His Excellency, the Most Rev- 
erend Edwin V. O’Hara, bishop of 
Kansas City, used the same silver 
trowel that was used at the cere- 
mony thirty-two years before.

135th Street, really and truly the 
“heart of Harlem,” I was a little 
curious. I really didn’t know just 
what it was all about. What was a 
Friendship House? How did it start? 
Who are its workers? And what 
does it do? I was directed to a small 
insignificant building, and it was only 
a few moments before my tenseness 
was relieved. I had met the Baro- 
ness! She is a striking and dynamic 
woman, rather large with blond hair 
and blue eyes. She has a deep, hus- 
ky voice, and is generally referred 
to as the ‘female Patrick Henry.’ You 
certainly must have guessed that she 
has a tremendous amount of charm 
and personality, and a good sense of 
humor. 

“I suppose you know, too, that 
she came to Harlem with three dol- 
lars, a typewriter, and the inspira- ' 
tion of the Holy Ghost. And yet 
how different a picture we are able 
to paint of the Harlem of today in 
contrast to the Harlem, B. B., (before - 
Baroness). From the one-room 
apartment, the Baroness’ own living 
quarters, has evolved a Blessed Mar- 
tin Lending Library, a clothing room, • 
three bright club rooms, replete with 
ping-pong tables, piano, libraries, and 
hundreds of children, and Madonna 
Flat, where the Friendship House 
workers live. But, did I hear you y 
ask, 'Who are these workers?’ The 
Baroness calls them the backbone of 
Friendship House, and that, indeed, 
they are. These workers comprise 
three different categories of people — 
first, the staff workers, next the vol- 
unteers, and third the W. P. A. and« 
the N. Y. A. They live exclusively ( 
on the donations of the faithful, just 
as the Carmelites and Poor Clares do. 
They do various kinds of work. It 
may be with the children ranging 
from the ages of seven to twenty-five. 

It may be in the clothing room where 
the sorting and distributing, mend- ^ 
ing and cleaning of second-hand' 
clothing given to the poor goes on 
continually. It may be an office job, 
a duty in the library, or that all-mer- 
ciful act of visiting the poor. Yes, 
those are just a few of the 1666 things 
that are accomplished at Friendship 
House. The staff workers attend 
Mass and receive Holy Communion 
daily. They pray and work, and 
work and pray; in fact, their work 
is a prayer. Their day is spent with 
the poor, for the poor, as the Door, 
because they see, in the poor and 
the Negro — Christ. 

So there you have it!. Baroness de 
Hueck and Friendship House!” .
